CASE ADJOURNED TILL MONDAY. 


Boston, Mass., May 29.—[Special.]—The 
libel suit brought by Mrs. Josephine Curtis 
Woodbury against Mrs. Mary Baker C. Eddy, 
the founder of Christian Science, in which 
damages in the sum of $150,000 are asked, 
was begun at 10 o'clock this morning in the 
first session of the Superior Court. 

The feature of the day was the reading 
to the jury of the answer of Mrs, Eddy to 
the complaints set forth in the petition. Mrs. 
Eddy admitted that she authorized the mes- 
sage on which the claim for $150,000 damages 
is based, but she denied that the words quot- 
ed from Révelations referred to Mrs. Wood- 
bury or any o human being. 

Another no feature was the quickness 
with which a jury was secured. It required 
only ten minutes to complete the panel. 

Up to the hour of adjournment twenty- 

ht witnesses had been swornfbut all had 
testified. | 

in the auth, the 
time of the court being largely taken up 
with the contentions of opposing counsel. 
An adjournment was taken until Monday, 
when, it is expected, the real struggle will 
begin.

Courtroom Is Crowded. 


The corridor of the Courthouse was créwd- 
ed before the hour of convening with the best 
dressed and most distinguished appearing 
array of folks who have appeared in the 
building in a longtime. Most of the women 
were gowned in silks, and for the greater 


| part the men wore frock coats and silk hats. 


Mrs. Woodbury, the plaintiff, was, of 
course, the most looked at and commented 


‘upon woman in the room. Mrs. Woodbury is 


a widow and she is wealthy. She looked 
both parte today, for she was the most richly 
dressed woman in the court. Her gown was 
of jet and black and it was composed of the 
most expensive fabrics. 


Mrs, Eddy Not Present. 
The spectators and the counse) for the 


plaintiff were alike disappointed in the fact 


that Mrs. Eddy and Septimus J. Hanna were 
not present. Instead, it was announced that 
she had made an answer to be used in the 
case, and, furthermore, it was stated that 
she was not strong. The counsel for the 
plaintiff could not, of course, subpoana her 
to come to court in a case in which she is de- 
fendant, but an effort was made to sub- 
pena Septimus J. Hanna, who used to be 
a Judge before he became first reader of the 
Christian Science Church, editor of the Chris- 
tian Science Journal, and executive officer 
for Mrs. Eddy. A motion was, therefore, 
made for a postponement of the trial until 
Mr. Hanna could be found. 

The defense objected to a postponement, 
and the court finally decided that the trial 
should proceed, giving Mr. Peabody leave 
to renew hig motion for a continuance later 
if the evidenct of Judge Hanna should ap- 
pear essential. 


Mrs. Woodbury’s Complaint. 

Lawyer W. H. C. Noble, associated with 
Mr. Peabody on the side of the plaintiff, then 
read the declaration of the plaintiff, in which 
she asks for $150,000 from Mrs. Eddy. 

The declaration set out that the plaintiff 
is and always had been a woman of chaste 
life, that she ‘had endeavored to enter the 
church of which the defendant is pastor 
emeritus, that at one time she believed fully 
in the Christian Science doctrine, and had 
not alone studied it but had taught it to 
others, and that she had been the personal, as 
well as the church, friend of Mrs. Eddy. 
She has since learned that Christian Science 
is nqt a true faith, and she regrets that she 
ever recommended it to any one else or had 
anything to do with it herself. She had been 
a probationary member of the First Church 
-of Christ, Scientist, the “‘ Mother church ” 
of Boston, but was excommunicated, and 
that in the First Church of Christ a commu- 
nication written by Mrs. Eddy and referring 
to her had been read. “In this communication 
or declarés Mrs. Eddy had referred to her 

“the wicked, monstrous, murderous, and 
woman described in the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth chapters of Revela- 
tions,” and that the defamatory words had 
injured her to the amount nansed. 

The answer of the defendant was then read. 
It admitted that the communication or mes- 
sage of June, 1899, complained of, was au- 
thorized by Mrs. Eddy, but it denied that the 
words from Revelations had any reference 
to Mrs. Woodbury or to any other human 
being. 


Attorney’s Opening Address. 

Mr. Peabody then proceeded with his épen- 
ing address. In it he said in part: 

“ Por years Mrs. Woodbury was the trust- 
ed friend and confidante of Mrs. Eddy. She 
was one of the most loyal and fanatical! 
followers and believers in, ¢ven worshipers 
of the defendant, Mrs. Eddy. In course of 
time a feeling of antagonism grew up on the 
part of Mrs, Eddy towards Mrs. Woodbury. 
In 1884 Mrs. Eddy atepienes her church

Heavy Rain in French Capital. 
After twelve hours. of unprece- 
Gented heat one of the most violent 
storms ever known in Paris began this 
afternoon at 2 o'clock. The rain fell in tor-

of lightning and heavy peals of thunder. 
Then the wind arose and the rain turned to 
hail, the stones being as big as pigeon eggs.

The Polidgé Commissioner had hundreds of 
pounds of provisions destroyed tonight at the 
central halls and markets, fearing pollution 
by the storm and heat.

Bartow, Fia., May 20.—Fred Rochelle, a 
negro, 35 years of age, who at noon yes- 
terday. assaulted and then murdered Mrs, 
Rena ‘Taggart, a white woman of this city, 
was burned at the stake here early this 
evening in the presence of a throng of people. 

The burning was on the sceneof the negro’s 
crime, within 100 yards of the principal 
theroughfare of this city. 

‘The murder was one of the boldest and 
coldest blooded crimes ever committed in 
Florida, At 10 o'clock yesterday morning 
Mrs. Taggart, Who was a woman of good 
family and reputation, went fishing in a 
small rowboat that she kept at the city 
bridge over Piaco Creek in full view of the 
main street. At noon she rowed her boat to 
the bridge and made it fast. A negro man 
was fishing from the bridge at the time. 


Killed While Man Looks On. 


Mrs. Taggart started home and had taken 
but a few steps through the swamp toward 
the prairie and thence to the street when she 
Was approached by Rochelle, who had been 
hiding in the swamp. He seized her and she 
broke loose, and, screaming, fan from the 
swamp 
her. ( 

While she was prostrate he held her with 
bie’ Wands and Knees, taking his knife 
from his pocket, cut her throat from ear to 
ear, causing instant death. He then walked 
to the negro who had been fishing on the 
Blidge and asked him what he should do 
with thé body. The frightened negro told 
him to leave it where it was, but Rochelle 
took the bleeding body in his arms, carried 
it back to the swamp, threw it down, and 
then ran into the interior of the swamp. _

The law prescribes no set 
form.- While most ministers or magistrates 
go through a set form and say, ‘ I pronounce 
you man and wife,’ there are different ways 
of doing that. So far as my usual custom is 
concerned in the matter of marriage, I use 
the Episcopal service when it is called for.

But in Dr. Herron’s 
case he and Miss Rand had certain scruples 
in regard to the fact of marriage.

A strike that may Involve 6,000 men was 
ordered last night by the Executive Board 
of District No. 8, International Associatjon 
of Machinists. The strike is to.affect all 
shops in the district that have not complied 
with the demands of the union. a 

The strike order followed close on fatllure 
to arbitrate the differences between the local 
National Metal Trades association and the 
machinists. The conference .was held at 
the Great Northern Hotel yeaterday after- 
noon. 

The strike will sieuieia more than 2,000 
machinists, of whom about one-half are em- 
ployed in the shops 6f members of the local 
National Metal Trades association, and 
should it be protracted it also may involve 
molders, ths, and pattern makers 
to the num of nearly 4,000.

Among the latter 
number, he said, were the Otis Elevator 
company, the Goodwin Electric company, 
and the Webster Manufacturing company, 
the three employing about 375 machinists. 

In speaking of the failure of the arbitra- 
tion proceedings, Mr. Roderick declared that 
the local members of the National Metal 
‘Trades association had been forced into 
their stand by the outside members of the 
association.

FAITH CORED 


Physicians Might Have Saved Life, bat 
Only a Healer from the Scientist 
Congregation in Wrightwood Ave-. 
mue.Is Called—Woman Formerly a 
Catheliic and Reeently Withdrew 
from That Church te Join Organiza- 
tien to Which Sister-in-Law Belongs 


The “healing power of faith" proved in- 
sufficient to save the life of a young mother 
in Ravenswood who hed left’ the Roman 
Catholic church to join the Christian Sci- 
entists. She died without medical attend- 
ance and her child perished with her. The 
woman was Mrs. Herman M. Vance of Wil- 
son avenue and Dover street. She had been 
ill five days and was attended by a healer 
from the Wrightwood Avenue Christian 
Science Church. 

Dr. George Leininger, one of the Coroner’s 
physicians, made an investigation of the cir- 
cumstances yesterday, but decided that there 
Was no ground for an inquest. Dr: H. Par- 
sons, Sunnyside and Hermitage aenues, 
who was called in after death, said,that an 
operation in time might have sdved the 
woman's life, but the Coroner’s physician 
devided that a charge of neglect could not 
be sustained. : 

“7 uridertsand that I have been quoted 
among the Christian Scientists as saying 
that everything had been done for Mrs. 
Vance,”’ said Dr. Parsons. ‘“ This is not cor- 
rect. A surgical operation might have saved 
her life. There is no certainty that it would, 
but it might have.” 

‘Tt isthe regret of Mr. Vance, who now is 
left with two small children, that he did not 
understand his wife’s serious condition. If 
he had, he said, a physician would have been 
summoned and her life might have been 
saved. Mr. Vance is the cashier of the Gates 
iron works.

Chicago. Mrs. Vance was a Roman Catholic, 
and, while she remained in that faith, two 
children were born. Then she was led by 
her sister-in-law, Mra. George M. Vance, to 
join the Christian Scientists. 

Heér illness dated from last Friday. At her 
request one of the healers in the Wrightwood 
Avenue Christian Church, Mrs. Irvin, was 
called to care for her. She improved, and 
there was no thought that her fllness might 
result seriously. By Monday she was 80 
much better that she left her bed. The next 
day she was dead. 

“If we had known that a surgical operation 
would have saved my wife she should have 
had such attendance,” said Mr. Vance. 
“There was nothing in her faith which 
would have deterred her from submitting to 
an operation.” 

Dr. Leininger reported to Coroner Traeger 
after an investigation that the death was 
natural, and an order was given for the 
issuance of a death certificate. 

“I am not persecuting the followers of 
Dowie or the believers in Christian Science,” 
said Coroner Traeger. ‘‘ In cases where the 
death is natural I have instructed my physi- 
clans to issue certificates. In the case of 
Mrs. Vance the report of the physician was 
that the death was regular.’’

“It would be unfortunate if a market 
should be created for these certificates,” 
said Mr. Higinbotham. “ There should be 
no such thing as speculation in them, and 
I advise all stockholders to keep them.

| Story of the Opera. 

_ The first act passes in the village from 
which the maiden has been stolen by her 


from her mother for marrying a member of 
a vagabond race. Her mother refuses to for- 
give her unless she deserts her husband and 
returns to her village. A dwarf, a 
soothsayer, begs the girl, whom Tie loves, to 
obey her mother’s entreaties. His devotion 
touches the maiden, who asks of him a charm 
to restore the love of her husband, who, she 
thinks, has begun to long once more for his 
wandering life. The first act closes with the 
arrival of Manru, who comes to get his wife. 
The villagers, returning from their work tn 
the flelds, see the hated gypsy and attack 
him. He is allowed to escape only through 
the intercession of his wife. 


. ‘Gypsy Tires of Home Life. 

The second act shows the mountain home 
of Manru and Hunna. The husbandis weary 
of working at the forge and longs for the 
old wandering existence of his tribe. The 
quietude of his life is intolerable to him, and 
Hunna is aware of this discontent. She gives 
him the love philter of Gobbe, the dwarf. 
The effect is immediate, and he sings to her 
impassionedly of his love. But the effect of 
the potion is not lasting, and when he hears 
the music of a gypsy violin he is more eager 
than ever to be once more with his own 
people. This music heralds the approach of 
@& messenger, who comes to ask if Manru 
will marry the beautiful Asa, the Queen 
of the tribe. He is about to desert his wife 
and return to his people, but is restrained 
by her entreaties. 

‘Pragedy in the Third Act. 

The third and last act passes in another 
partof the mountains. The herois more than 
ever unhappy that he is séparated from his 
tribe. He falls asleep and in a vision the 
Gypsies, led by Asa, come to offer him the 
crown and beg that he returntothem. Only 
Oros, who also loves the Queen, is opposed 
to him, and calls him a traitor for deserting 
his people to marry. But Asa persuades 
Manru to come back to the tribes as her 
husband and Manru accepts. Then Oros, in 
a fury of jealousy, /huris the hero from a 
cliff into the valley, and the opera ends with 
his death, 

The opera was to have been sung a year 
ago, but the composer’s duties as a virtuoso 
kept him too closely occupied to complete the 
work. It was originally intended that Frau 
Wittich should sing the part of Hunna, while 
Herr Scheidemantel was to be the Gobbe.

Frederick W. Holls Has Most Interest- 
ing Interview at Petethof with 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 29.—Frederick W. 


. Holle of the International Court of Arbitra- ‘ 


tion left for Warsaw tonight, after having 
been received in special audience by Emperor 
Nicholes at Peterhof palace at noon today. 
The conference was extended and most cor- 
dial. It is understood that the Emperor 
thanked Mr. Holle for his history of the 
Peace Conference, dedicated to his Majesty, 
and expressed the deepest gratification over 
the cordial support from the American peo- 
ple and the United States government, de- 
claring that he wished to thank the various 
American organizations, such as churches 
and chambers of commerce, for their enthust- 
astic efforte in behalf of peace. 

It is also understood that the Emperor 
spoke warmly of the excellent relatio

“With the markets of Great Britain and 
her colonies remaining open; the suggested 

boycott against America does not wear 
a hopeful aspect. The scheme is preposter- 
ous and impracticable on its face, but the 
articles which propose it deserve attention 
as a revelation of the acute continued jeal- 
ousy and fear of American greatness and 
prosperity which prevail in centra] quarters 
on the continent.” = 

Says America Is an Empire. 

The Daily Chronicle, dealing editorially 
with the judgment of the United States Su- 
preme Court in the insular cases, says: 

“The United States has become an em- 
pire. That is the real meaning of the decis- 
ions. . A second empire is born from the old 
Anglo-Saxon stock. To many minds it will 
seem a descent from the old, lofty American 
ideals. Yet, on a broader view of the whole 
matter, the decisions sanction an expansion 
which should also be an enlargement of the 
area of well-ordered government and an ex- 
tension in due time of reasonable liberty.”

“The promotion of acdtiaintance, fellow- 
ship, and effective codperation ong the 
‘several churches of all Evangelical denom- 
inations in Toledo, in order that their es- 
sential unity may be manifested; that the 
evangelization of the city may be more sys- 
‘tematically accomplished; that a means

Thé constitution will be submitted to all 
the Evangelical Churches of Toledo, and 
each church accepting it will be enrolled as a 
member of the federation and have the right 
to appoint its pastor and two delegates to 
represent it in the council of the federation. 
Other Christian organizations will be ad- 
mitted to membership upon the vote of the 
council, and be entitled to send one dele- 
gate to the council, | 

Council’s Powers Defined. 

The government of the federation is vested 
in a council, composed of the pastor and two 
delegates from each church and one delegate 
from each organization other than a church. 
The council will have no authority over the 
churches or over any society, its powers 
being simple advisory, and executive. 

The council will hold regular meetings on 
the second Tuesday in March, May, October, 
and December of each year, the May meeting 
being the annual meeting, at which full re- 
ports of the year’s work will be presented 
and all officers elected. Special meetings 
may be called by the Executive committee as 
the occasion demands, and will be called 
upon written request of ten members of the 
council. 

The council is empowered to appoint such 
committees a# may be needed to carry out 
the purposes of the federation, but can under- 
take no work involving expense unless the 
funds for the same are provided already.

SENATOR MASON AWAITS DECIS. 
ION IN PHILIPPINE CASE. 


Regrets Supreme Justices Were So 
Nearly Evenly Divided in Porto Rico 
Opinion — Declares Victory Is Not 
Whoelly with the Government on 
Questions at lIesue—Will Speak in 

‘Mound City Today—Centrolier Dawes’ 

Orator at Centralia. 


Senator Mason and Controller Dawes, just 
now rival candidates for United States Sen- 
ator from Illinois, arrivedin the city yester- 
day morning, and both started later for 
points out fn the State, where they are billed 
to make Decoration day addresses today. 
Senator Mason will k at Mound City, but 
denied he would m any reference to pol- 
itics. Mr. Dawes will be the orator at Cen- 
tralia, and it is reported he will meet a num- 
ber of leading Republicans during his so- 
journ in that section of the State. 

Genator Mason yesterday gave out a state- 
ment of hie understanding of the United 
States Supreme Court decision in the. Porto 
Rican cases, which reads: 

“The first case was that of De Lima. The 
government contended that Porto Rico was 
foreign for tariff or revenue purposes. The 
court held, however, that it was domestic 
territory, not yet a State, andin the next case 
held that Congress had power to pass laws 
compelling payment of tariff on goods com- 
ing from domestic terrftory to the United | 
States. This wae decided by five Justices— 
Fuller, Harlan, Brewer, and Peckham 


senting. 

“ This ts not a complete victory for either 
aide. The government has only to refund 
the money collected between the signing of 
the treaty of peace and the ection of Con- 
gress, while the question which we consid- 
ered niost —famely: Can Con- 
grees levy a tex on goods going out of one of 
the States of the United States to domestic 
territory 7—was not decided at all. 

“TI am anxious now, as we all are, to find 
whether the same majority will hold that 
the power of Congress to govern Territories 
will suetain that part of the Foraker law 
which Jevies a tax on American goods sent 
to American t tory They decided yes- 
terday tliat such trade was coastwise. Jus- 
indicated tn his brief opin- 
ion that he sustained the tariff on goods 
coming from Porto Rico only as a temporary 
thing and on account of the necessities of 
the case and the transitory condition of the 
island. If he continues his opinion until 
the transitory stage is passed the court will 
be one majority against a permanent tariff 
between the United States and our domestic 
territory. 

“So far as the Philippine Islands aré con-~ 
cerned the case is still in doubt. Of course 
we all hope no revenue will have to be re- 
funded. This the court may decide to pre- 
vent by holding all collections were made 
as a military necessity, even after the rati- 
fication of peace, on account of an insurrec- 
tion amountitig to a state of wax; or it may 
hold the money collected after the treaty 
of peace, and before the Spooner act, must 
be returned; or it may hold that all must be 
returned after the treaty of peace on the 
ground that, as in the De Lima case, Con- 
gressional action is necessary to establish 
rates; and the court may hold that Congress 
cannot delegate that power to the President 
and a commission, We all have respect for 
the Supreme Court, but I hope and pray 
the Philippine case may be so simple and 
plain it will not be decided by 4 bare ma- 


jority vote.” 


FUND FOR HOME FOR THE AGED. 


Convention Decides to Con- 
tinue Refuge Which Has Proved 
' to Be a Burden. 


‘The financial condition of the Home for the 
Aged, maintained by the Episcopal chruches 
of the Chicago diocese, was taken up for con- 
sideration by the diocesan conventi@n at the 
‘Cathedral of 88. Peter and Paul yesterday 
afternoon. A committee was appointed to 
investigate ite affairs, and a fund was raised 
to be used in maintaining it. _The suggestion 
that it be a@iscontinued was defeated on the 
ground that it would throw discredit on the 
church to fail in gay ee with the twen- 
ty-two inmates of the home. 

"The Home for the Aged, Forty-third street 
and Bilis avenue, is controlled by a commit- 
tee of which Bishop Anderson is President. 
The plan on which it was established was that 
of offering to the old people of the church 
a home for the rest of their lives on the pay- 
ment of $500. Only those over 60 years old 
were to be taken in. 

For some time the Board of Trustees has 
been obliged to refuse admission to ap- 
plicants finding itself unable to undertake 
their support on the basis of $500 for Ii 

There was little objection to the plan for 
investigating the affairs of the institution. 
In the meantime the churches will be asked 
by their rectors to raise sums for its support. 

Bight delegates to the General Assembly 
to be Held in San Francisco next October 
were selected, four from the laity and four 
clergymen. The latter were the Rev. B. A. 
Larrabee, pastor of the Church of the Ascen- 
sion; the Rev. W. J. Gold of the Western 
Theological Seminary, the Rev. P. C. Wolcott 
of Highland Park, and the Rev. W. C. De 
Witt, pastor of St. Andrews’ Church. From 
the laity, Dr. EB. B. Bailey, Chicago; E. H.

ALDERMEN SCENT 
‘TRACTION TRICK. 


Find Way to Reconeile Con- 
tradiction Between Eckels 
and Roach. 


OLD COMPANIES TO SUE. 


Combine.Not to Be Party to the 
Action on Ninety-nine 
Year Franchise, 


PROJECT FOR LAKE STREET. 


A reconciliation of the apparently con- 
tradictory statements made by Director 
James H. Eckels and President, John M. 
Roach of the Union Traction company re- 
garding the intention. of the company to 
stand on the “ ninety-nine year’’ charter 
was given yesterday. It is stated that the 
plan is for the stockholders of the old North 
and West Side companies to bring. suit to 
test their rights under the charter, the Union 
Traction company, which has absorbed the 
old companies, not being a party to thesuits, 
In this manner the statement of Mr. Eckels 
that the stockholders intended to assert the 
rights they claim under the charter and the 
assertion of President Roach that the Union 
Traction company would not be a party to 
any such proceedings cvuld both be true. 

‘*I hear today,” said Alderman Foreman, 
chairman of the Council Committee on Rall- 
roads, “‘that the intention is to have the 
owners of stock in the old companies who 
still kept their stock after Yerkes first 
bought and consolidated the companies, and 
who are guaranteed by the contract then 
made a certain income on their holdings, 
bring a suit to establish the rights they claim 
under the ninety-nine-year charter. The 
Union Traction company, although vitally 
interested, would not nominally be a party 
to this suit, as it would be brought in the 
name of the individual stockholders, and, 
consequently, President Roach's statemen 

‘“‘ What puzsies me, however, is what form 
this suit can take. The stockholders cannot 
well ask for an injunction to restrain the 
city from depriving the traction company of 
the franchise it claims until the city makes 
some move in that direction, and, as yet, it 
has done nothing. What other form of suit 
than an injunction can be brought is not 
plain.” 


Roach.Means What He Says. 

President Roach, when asked about the 
matter last evening, said; "> 

“The explanation given. is satisfactory 
enough to me, but concerns an affair about 
which I know nothing. The relations be- 
tween Mr. EXckels and myself are entirely 
harmonious, and when he rcturns home next 
Friday from his Western trip he will, I be- 
lieve, be able to make a statement which will 
clear up the entire matter. I have spoken 
simply for myself, and, naturally, have taken 
a position which I feel sure I can maintain. 
Speaking as President of the Union Traction 
company, I can only say the company has no 
intention of standing by the ninety-nine-year 


Want Lake Street Franchise. 
Aldermen Fowler and Maypole of the 
Fourteenth Ward intend to introduce soon 
in the Council an application for a fran- 
chise in West Lake street paralleling the 
existing line of the Union Traction company 
‘in that street. The intention is to put in an 
underground trolley line running as far 
west as Fifty-second avenue, and the claim 
is made that the $1,500,000 estimated as the 
cost of the project will be all subscribed by 
residents of the West Side who conaider it 
a good investment. Speaking of the plan 
yesterday Alderman Maypole said: 

* The idea is simply to.meet conditions in 
West Lake street, but it would aiso result 
in determining how that plan of parallel 
tracks would work. The Lake Street ‘L’ 
has a contract with the Union Traction com- 
pany by which the latter agrees, in order 
to send traffic to the ‘L,’ practically to stop 
the operation of its surface line in the street. 
Recently President Roach af the traction 
company Showed a disposition to yield to the 
demands of the people along the street and 
give them a decent service on the surface 
line, but President Knight of the ‘L” de-, 
manded that he stick to the contract and 
that ended it. It is plain we cannot get any 
decent service from the Union Traction com- 
pany, and consequently the people interested 
have determined to put in aline of their own, 

‘‘The ordinance Alderman Fowler and I 
will introduce will provide for an under- 
ground trolley line, giving full compensation 
to the city and keeping the street in repair. 
We want to put in six miles of track, and the 
only difficulty apparent is in crossing the 
Lake street bridge. We expect, however, to 
be able to solve that.’’ 


‘Walker on Double Franchise. 

Corporation Counsel Walker said he saw 
no legal difficulties in the way of granting 
the double franchise in the street. “ The 
trouble with the way the traction company 
looks at the- matter,” said he, “is that it 
goes on the theory it owns the streets, when 
in fact the city owns them, and the traction 
company simply has a licenag to use them.”’ 

President Roach refused Jast evening to 
discuss the West Lake street proposition, 
saying he was not sufficiently informed about 
it to talk. 

Alderman Conlon of the Eighteenth Ward 
asked Acting Mayor Walker that the law 
requiring fenders on all street cars be en- 
forced strictly, and Mr. Walker promised to 
attend to it.

SUPPOSED CONSTABLES CAUSE A 
SCARE IN A MEAT MARKET. 


Euter the Place of Spire & Rosran, 
1829 State Street, and After Refusing 
te Show Warrant for Arrest of One 
of the Proprietors, Use Their Re- 
volvers in the Crowded Shop — 
Batchers Defend Themselves with 
Knives and Cleavers, _ 


Three women fainted yesterday when 
three men, who said they were constables, 
raided the meat market of Spiro & Rozran, 
1829 State street. The supposed constables 
fired their revolvers several times and the 
two butchers made an effort to“use their 
cleavers, No one was seriously ‘hurt, al- 
though the telephone was smashed and the 
meat market was badly upset. 
The supposed constables entered the place 
at 5:30 in the afternoon when the shop was 
crowded with women ara children. . Two 
stood near the door and the third approached 
Louis Spiro, telling him he had a warrant 
for his arrest. The man, according to Spiro, 
did not show any papers and refused to read 
the warrant when requested to doso. Spiro, 
however, agreed to accompany the man, but 
asked for time to telephone to his lawyer. 

‘The butcher went to the telephone, but 
found the wire busy. The supposed consta- 
ble then became impatient, and his compan- 
ions urged him to puf the handcuffs on Spiro. 

Morris Rozran, Sptro’s partner, insisted on 
seeing a warrant, and then came a generar 
fight. The supposed constables drew revol- 
vers and fired several shots, threatening to 
kill any one who interfered with them. The 
butchers picked up knives and cleavers and 
beat the invaders back. It was then that 
the three women fainted, Miss Flora Kallen, 
the cashier, being one of them. The girl de- 
clared last evening that a bullet narrowly 

passed her lead. | 

Spiro. was knocked down by one of the 
raiders. One of his clerks, Samuel Stein, 
who attempted to rescue him, was taken 
away by force by the alleged constables, and 

later was found in Justice Richardson’s 
court. Bonds were given for his release. 
The police of the Cottage Grove Avenue 
Station were notified of the riot and a wag- 
onload of patrolmen, headed by Lieutenant 
O’Brien, arrived on the scene a few minutes 
later. 

The constables had fied, leaving Spiro 
bleeding on the floor. Miss Kallen, the cash- 
ier, was taken home in a carriage. 

Spiro, accompanied by his attorney, went 
to Justice Richardson's house last night to 
lodge complaint against the constables. The 
justice said that a warrant for Spiro had been 
iseved by him, but that he was certain the 
men who made the raid on Spiro’s place were 
not connected with his court.

Indiana Physician Says Physico-Medi- 
cal Association Is Not Responsible 
for His Theories. | 


, Ind., May 29.—[Special.]— 
Dr. J. M.: Thurston of Richmond, Ind., who

was on the “‘ Causes of Suicide and Insanity,” 
and was read by A. E. Gammage of Chicago,

twenty years’ careful study of suicide from 
a purely scientific standpoint, I had come to 
believe that, when an individual had become 
diseased and rated, both. physically 
and mentally, beyond the possibility of a 
cure, if he desired and attempted to com- 
mit suicide he uld not be prevented; that 
to arrest and imprison such a person for at- 
tempting suicide, so long as he was sane 
was a greater injustice to himself and the 
community than the would-be suicide was 
attempting. If he was insane, then he should 
be restrained from this, as from any other 
violent act.

“Robert Golden, a prominent farmer and

One of the recognized authorities on crops 
in the Northwest, Ames Brooks of Duluth, 
partially allayed the alarm over wheat pros- 
pects by the following dispatch: ‘“‘ Some 
parts South Dakota undoubtedly suffering 
Should say Red River Valley 
all right yet, but needs rain soon. Think 
far too early to get alarmed because good 
n now or in week would restore most 
promising situation, wit do to watch, how- 
ever.’ 

The Corn Belt, the 
road, gives a summary of reports of 900 cor- 
respondents on crop conditions in the great 
grain States tributary to that road. Pros- 
pects for wheat in Nebraska, Iowa, north- 
ern Missouri, and northern Kansas are gen- 
erally reported good, the big majority claim- 
ing better prospects than in 1900. From the 
same States the corn season is generally 
reported backward, with the prospects fair. 
In Missouri there was an increase of acreage 
of 20 per cent, at the expense of oats, be- 
cause the grotnd was too wet for oats seed- 
ing at plantingtime. Most of the reports 
from Nebraska and Iowa call the oats pros- 
pect fair to good. 

Deliveries on May ‘contracts were 750,000 
bu wheat, 150,000 bu corn, 400,000 bu oats, 
250 bris pork, and 600,000 Ivs short ribs.

Warehouse Regulation. 


There is no certainty that the regular ware- 
housemen and the element on the board 
which aims to restrict them in some of the 
privileges they now enjoy will get up any 
friction over the proposed regulation pend- 
ing before the directors. This regulation if 
adopted would prevent warehouses from. be- 
ing regular under the rules of the local board 
if their proprietors, personally or by agents, 
should qualify to have their receipts made 

on any other exchange. This regu- 
lat would not at present apply to the 
relations of Chicago warehousemen and the 
Milwaukee Chamber of Commerce, for they 
have not made application to that exchange 
to have their receipts made regular nor fur- 
nished bonds. This is admitted by those 
favoring the adoption of the regulation. “I 
understand,” éaid a director, *‘ that the Chi- 
cago elevator men whose receipts have been 
made regular on the Milwaukee exchange 
have not made application for such action 
nor furnished bonds to that exchange. 
that case the proposed regulation would not 
apply, but I believe the rules of the Milwau- 
kee body contemplate the giving of bonds. 
The theory of the proposed regulation is that 
the warehouse receipts are given their com- 
ercial standing from the fact of their be- 
ng regular on this board, and they ought 
not to be used to bulld up any other ex- 
change.”’ “Chicago wdrehouse receipts,” 
eye a representative of a big elevator com- 
“are as negotiable as government 
“4 and if the Milwaukee Chamber of 
Commerce thinks they are good enough to 
trade = the directors of this board have no 
reason to complain and no right to protest.

‘| ae chief of the family, Count George Wald- 


stein, committed suicide at the Chateau of 
Dux, while her husband likewise met his 
death there by violence six months later ina 
manner that has never been satisfactorily 
explained, but which is understood to have 
been consequent upon wounds received in a

The amorous note is 
lacking in ‘“‘ Herodiade,”’ notwithstanding the 
stupid idea of making St. John the lover of 
Salome. I should have liked him better as 
an enthusiast, a prophet, and her as an en- 
thusiast. Yet love would be inevitable. I 
should have loved John myseM. Yes, Mas- 
senet is an open-air artist; he requires air in 
an opera, from one end to the other; he wants 
the characters and the melodies to move in 
a musical atmosphere that envelops them and 
makes them live. 3

douin portrait. This Marseillais has a very 
contented air, and telle me it gets better and 
better.
